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Rogers Says Viet 
Peace Will Work 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Secretary of State 


William P. Rogers said today the United States 
expects a Laos cease-fire soon and a withdrawal 
of all foreign forces from that country. 


By U.S. estimate, some 60,000 North Viet- 


namese troops are in Laos, which has been a 
prime transit route for North Vietnamese forces 
heading to neighboring South Vietnam. 


Testifying before the House Foreign Affairs 


Committee, Rogers also got clear notice from 
Chairman Thomas E. Morgan, D-Pa., to go slow 
on pushing postwar U.S. reconstruction aid for 
North Vietnam. 


Rogers said that the Nixon administration has 


not yet made any commitment for American 
economic help to Hanoi although he said it would 
be "an investment in peace" when supplied. 


The secretary of state said other countries are 


considering providing postwar rebuilding 
assistance to Indochina too, and whatever U.S. 
aid money is involved "would be subject to 
congressional approval." 


Morgan noted there has been criticism from 


various quarters about going too fast with post- 
war aid to North Vietnam. 


"I am glad to have your assurance that you are 


going to move slow in that area," the committee 
head told Rogers. 


The secretary of state gave the House group a 


generally optimistic account of how the Vietnam 
peace is working out. 


"So far developments certainly support our 


expectations that the agreement will work ... and 
that peace with honor is being achieved," he 
testified. 


Rogers told the House Foreign Affairs Com- 


mittee that "over the past two weeks we can 
already see that the Vietnamese parties as well 
as others involved are working together to carry 
out the agreement." 


However, Rogers in his prepared remarks said 


that the positive developments since the Jan. 27 
signing "constitute only the first steps toward 
building peace in Indochina." 


He added that massive and complex economic 


and political problems still must be resolved in 
Vietnam and he acknowledged that the conflicts 
in Laos and Cambodia have not been settled. 


According to the secretary, the key to lasting 


peace involves the will of the Vietnamese parties 
and restraint on the part of "Hanoi's principal 
allies and suppliers." 


He indicated that the Soviet Union and China's 


participation in an international conference later 
this month to underwrite a Vietnam settlement 
constitutes "a significant first step ... to help 
make it endure, and to promote the transition to 
lasting peace." 


The secretary's statement to the committee 


was basically a restatement of the broad terms 
of the peace settlement and its supporting 
papers. 


He said the four-party joint military com- 


mission, consisting of the United States, South 
Vietnam, North Vietnam and the Provisional 
Revolutionary Government (PRG) of the Viet 
Cong, has begun to function and is now sending 
personnel to various checkpoints in South 
Vietnam. 


Rogers noted a two-part military commission 


composed only of the Saigon and Viet Cong 
representatives will not go into operation until 
after the withdrawal of American forces. But he 
said the two South Vietnamese parties are 
beginning preliminary work. 


Rogers said that the situation is so complex no 


one should have expected total and immediate 
peace. "However, the international commission 
constitutes an important assurance that 
violations that occur do not, through tolerance 
become larger violations." 


Rogers' statements on Laos and Cambodia 


dealt primarily with the same points covered in 
previous statements by presidential advisor 
Henry Kissinger and President Nixon. The sec- 
retary said it is the firm expectation of the 
United States that a cease-fire will go into effect 
in Laos "within a short period of time." 


However, he said, "until a cease-fire is 


reached we, for our part will continue to give 
support to the Royal Lao government in response 
to its requests." 


The United States will continue economic and 


military assistance to Cambodia, Roger said, but 
the level will continue at what he called its 
current modest rate. 


House Ready To Pass Tighter 
Lobby Law, Newsman Shield 


AUSTIN, Tex. (AP) — Bills protecting 


reporters' confidential sources and regulating 
lobbyist activities were expected to win final 
House passage today. 


Approval of the two measures, both backed by 


Speaker Price Daniel Jr., would send them on to 
to the Senate for further action. 


The House worked from 9:30a.m. to 10:30 p.m. 


Wednesday, with breaks for lunch and supper, to 
finish debate on the two bills. 


After a 101-41 test vote to defeat a crippling 


amendment the House went on to give the so- 
called newsmen's shiled bill preliminary ap- 
proval, 135-8, Wednesday night. 


The lobby registration and reporting bill ad- 


vanced Wednesday evening, 116-27, with Daniel 
casting a crucial tying vote that killed an 
amendment described as a "gigantic loophole." 


Rep. Dave Allred, D-Wichita Falls, a former 


newsman and the son of the late Gov. James 
Allred, sponsored the newsmen's shield bill, 
which he said would help preserve the flow of 
needed information from confidential sources. 


"This is not a bill for the press or the reporters 


so much as it is a bill for the public—for the 
public's rights to know," he said. 


Allred's bill would prohibit grand juries and 


other investigative bodies from forcing newsmen 
to reveal confidential sources and information 
obtained in confidence.

firing practices.

Government Pun/shed 
For Hiding Evidence 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — The government in the Pen- 


tagon Papers trial has been punished for withholding 
evidence from Daniel Ellsberg and Anthony Russo, and 
Ellsberg has one less charge of espionage to defend 
against. 


In a "sanction" against the government, U.S. District 


Court Judge Matt Byrne told the prosecutor Wednesday 
he would be forbidden from introducing evidence to show 
that Ellsberg harmed the United States by copying one of 
the 20 volumes of Pentago Papers in evidence at the trial. 


The volume excluded by the judge's ruling is the only 


item mentioned in one of the espionage counts of the 15- 
count indictment against Ellsberg and Russo. The one 
count that was dropped, in effect, names only Ellsberg. 


The judge said he is penalizing the government for with- 


holding studies in which its own analysts concluded that 
some volumes of the papers could have been released to 
the public with no harm to national security. 


Ellsberg, 41, and Russo, 36, are charged with espionage, 


conspiracy and theft in the leak of the top secret Pentagon 
history of the Vietnam war to news media in 1971. The de- 
fendants admit they released the documents but con- 
tended the papers were valuable to the American public 
and their release caused no harm to the country. 


On 
this thesis, Russo's 
chief 
lawyer, Leonard 


Weinglass, has begun giving jurors a history lesson from 
the Pentagon Papers while cross-examining Brig. Gen. 
Paul Gorman. 


At the end of Wednesday's session, Weinglass won from 


Gorman the admission that the first two volume of the 
papers, covering U.S. policy in Vietnam from 1940 to 1954 
could have been released in 1969 without injury to national 
security. Ellsberg and Russo are charged with copying 
the papers in 1969. 


It was the first time that Gorman, a key government 


witness, has conceded any volumes could be released 
without harm. The possible harm question is a major 
point in proving espionage charges.

lation to possible amnesty for 
draft evaders.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Amid 


congressional cries 
of whip- 


cracking, bullet-biting and bel- 
lyaching over the battle of the 
budget, President Nixon has 
lost an opening skirmish—but 
indications are that he may 
eventually veto to victory. 


After 
rejecting Republican 


ideas for compromise, the 
House voted Wednesday to re- 
quire Nixon to restart the Ru- 
ral Environmental Assistance 
Program (REAP) he ordered 
halted last Christmas. REAP 
helps farmers save their soil. 


With 199 Democrats and 52 


Republicans in favor of making 
REAP mandatory with $225 
million through June 30, Nixon 
was beaten 251 to 142. Twenty 
Democrats voted against the 
bill. 


But, if it had been a ballot to 


override a veto, Nixon would 
have won by 11 votes. A two- 
thirds majority is needed to 
override. Many believe another 
presidential veto is assured if it 
passes the Senate.

First Phase of Ennis Airport 
Expansion Near Completion

ENNIS - 
Excavation for 


storm drainage pipes and dirt fill 
on the taxiway at Municipal 
Airport is "about complete/* City 
Manager Kerry Sweatt said 
Wednesday. 


He said grading will be com- 


pleted in March or April and the 
taxiway will be ready for hard- 
surfacing. 


But the City has not budgeted 


money for the surfacing yet, 
Sweatt explained. 


Money for the first phase of the 


project—excavation 
and 


grading—was approved by the 
City Commission in February, 
1972, he said. $20,312 in materials 
and labor was approved by the 
Commission then, with matching 
funds to be granted by the Texas 
Aeronautics Commission. 


The second phase of the 


project—hard-surfacing 
the 


taxiway—has been delayed 
because the City and the 
Aeronautics Commission have 
not agreed on the type of sur- 
facing material to be used, 
Sweatt said. 


He said 
the Aeronautics 


Commission wants a higher- 
quality material than the City 
Commission thinks is necessary 
or is willing to-pay for. But he 
said he believes the two agents 
will find a compromise. 


The City has turned in two cost 


estimates of work already done, 
and Sweatt said the first periodic 
payment of $6,000 from 
the 


Aeronautics Commission was 
received in December. 


Work on the taxiway has been
